HE Cardinals Aftali and Dada have de 
fir'd to refign their Employments of Le- 
gates of Ferrara and Bologna. The Dif- 
ference between the Holy See, and the 
Court of Naples, is heighten’d by a late 

Occurrrence, viz. Cardinal Pignatelli Archbifhop of 
Naples, having not long fince fent thither a new Vi- 
car general, a Crowd of the Inhabitants of that 
City gather’d about him in the open Street, crying 
out that they would have his Predeceffor in that 
Office punifh’d, for fuffering a Neapolitan who had 
kill’d a Frenchman in a Quarrel, to be fetch’d by Force 
out of a Church in which he had taken Refuge, 
in Violation of the Ecclefiaftical Immunities. The 
Viceroy exprefs’d great Difpleafure arthis, pretending 
the Vicar General had encourag’d the People of Na- 
ples to make thofe Outcrys, and declar’d had it occa- 
fion’d an Infurrection he would have made the faid 
Vicar an{wer for it. The Cardinal being inform’d 
of this here, has made great Complaints about it to 
the Pope, and reprefented to him that he was in Ho- 
nour and Confcience oblig’d, to put a Stop by fome 
vigorous Refolution to the Innovations of the Court 
of Naples in Cafes where the Immunities of the 
Church are concern’d: And thereupon his Holi- 
nefs has written to the King of France, to acquaint 
him that if {peedy Satisfaction be not given him in 
this Matter, he will caufe to be publifh’d againft the 
Viceroy of Naples and his Minifters a Bull of Ex- 
communication, which lies ready drawn up, but has 
been long withheld upon the Hopes that have been 
given him that this Affair fhould be adjufted amica- 
bly. °Tis talk’d new Taxes will be laid on Salt, 
Meal, and Eftates in Land, to fetrle a Fond for pay- 
ing the Troops his Holinefs is oblig’d to keep on Foot, 
His Holinefs having lately fcrupled to granta Ro 
man-Catholick Prince of Germany a Difpenfation to 
marry a Proteftant Princefs, and the Minifter of that 
Prince having urg’d to him, that he would not have 


refus'd fuch a Favour to the Kiag of France had he’ 


ask’d it, this Affair was agen remitted to the In- 
quifitors; of whom the Majority have given their 
Votes in Favour of the faid Prince ; apprehending 
doubtlefs leaft he fhould otherwife take {ome Refo- 
lution that might prejudice Holy Church. |

Madrid, Mar. 13. The Garrifon of Ceuta have feiz’d 
Bark that was driven in there by Strefs of Weather,

againft the prefent Government, when the Confeder- 
ate Fleet fhall arrive in the Mediterranean. This 
Difcovery having render’d the Catalonions more and 
more fufpected to this Court, the King has refolv'd 
to ftrengthen Barcelona with new Fortihcations, and 
has remitted 8000 Piftoles thither for that Purpofe. 
The Troops from the Milaneze and from Naples that 
are fhortly expected to be brought thither by Ship- 
ping, are to be kept there!; and ’tis defign’d to fend 10 
or 12000 Men more thither. The 4000 Men that Ga- 
licia is to furnifh are rais’d, and will fhortly be cloath’d 
and arm’d. The Alcade of the Court, who had the 
Count de Cifuentes in his Cuftody, ‘and negligently 
let him efcape, and was therefore turn’d out of his 
Office, is reftor’d to it agen, in Confideration of his 
numerous Family, be having 12 Sons. A domeftick 
Servant of the Duke of Medina Celi, was taken up 
vother Day and put into the Court Prifon, for {peak- 
ing ill of the Government. The Garrifon of Badajoz 
made an Incurfion lately into Portugal, burnt the 
little Town of, Rofmarinos, and brought off a good 
Number of Cattle, with fome Prifoners. ’Tis advis’d 
from Oran, that Don Carlo Carafla Governour of 
that Place, having made an Excurfion with his Ca- 
valry and Part of his Foot, to fome Villages of the 
Country thereabouts, the Inhabitants of which had 
neglected to take Sauvegardes of him, brought off 
660 Prifoners witha confiderable Booty of Horfe, 
Cows, &c. But foon after his return into Oran, he gave 
the Moors his Prifoners their Liberty again. The King 
has fent Order to the Magiftrates of the Frontier 
Towns, to furnifh 20 Men each Town for recruiting 
his Infantry ; but this Order being iffued late, ’tis 
believ’d it cannot be executed quick enough for the 
Men thar fhall be rais’d by it,.to be well enough di- 
fciplin‘d to do Service this Campaign. Monfieur 
Du Caffe has taken Leave of the King, in order to 
go to Cadix, being appointed to Command the Men 
of War that are to Convoy the Galleons to the Weft 

Indies. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April 3, 
Pars, March 27. The following 4rret has been 
publifh’d here. 

THE Major, Sheriffs, and Deputies of the Mer- 
chants of the Town of Marfeilles, having repre- 
fented, that rhe King’s Ships that go out of the Port cf 
Toulon to ctuife upon the Enemy’s Merchants Ships, 
and alfo the Privateers fitted out ‘by the Merchanis 
of that Town, frequently bring Prizes in tbither ; 
that by Means thereof the Warehoufes of the Town 
of Toulon are fill’d with Commodities of the Levant 
of all Sorts, and that the Sale of the Commoditics 
which the Merchants of Marfeilles bring in from tte 
Levant is thereby obftructed ; and that to’ remedy 
the fame, it might be neceffary to lay an Impoft of 
20 per Cent ad Valorem on the Commodities of the 
Levant that are taken in Prizes, as on Goods that 
are not brought in by his Majefty’s Subjects trading 
dire&tly to the Levant, or at leaft 10 per Cent, as 
was practis’d in the preceeding War.
